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Work to commence to 
replace railway bridge

A £2MILLION revamp of the 
railway bridge in Southend 
High Street will take place at 
the start of next month. 

The scheme, which includes 
improved lighting to the pub¬ 
lic highway and new track, 
will mean the current bridge 
is replaced with a new design 
claimed to last for at least the 
next 120 years. 

Major work will be carried 
out over the weekend of 
February 2-3. 

It will mean that buses will 
replace trains between 
Southend Central and 
Shoeburyness in both direc¬ 
tions. 

C2C is operating more than 
200 rail-replacement bus ser¬ 
vices, with a service every 15 
minutes on Saturday and a 
half-hourly service at other 
times. The train services 
between Southend Central 
and the rest of the c2c line 
will be unaffected. 

The work will also mean 
pedestrians will not be able to 
walk under the bridge and 
signs will be installed direct¬ 
ing them to diversionary 
routes. Stewards will be on 
both sides of the bridge to 
direct people to these routes. 


Steve Knight, general man¬ 
ager at Network Rail, said: 
“The work being carried out 
at Southend High Street is 
essential to keep improving 
the railway in Essex. 

He said: “The line from 
Fenchurch Street to 
Shoeburyness is the most 
punctual in the country and 
this work is essential to con¬ 
tinue delivering consistent 
levels of service to 
passengers. 

“We are combining the 
work on the bridge, which has 
come to the end of its life, 
with improvements to the 
track and new lighting in the 
area. 

“The High Street in 
Southend will be open for 
business as usual and we are 
working hard with Southend- 
on-Sea Borough Council and 
the Town Centre partnership 
to minimise any disruption to 
shoppers. 

“Signage will be installed in 
the local area to give people 
alternative routes so they can 
get from one side of the High 
Street to the other. 

“We do appreciate this pro¬ 
ject will cause some disrup¬ 
tion and thank the people of 
the area for their 
understanding.”

S ciatica "Si-ot-ika" is a group of symptoms 
involving pain in the buttock and back of 
the leg, only usually on one side of the 
body.

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Council jobs to be axed and services cut 


EIGHTY jobs are to go at 
Southend Council as offi¬ 
cials attempt to deal with 
more funding cuts. 

Southend Council said it 
will cut services and 
increase council taxes by 
almost two per cent - reject¬ 
ing the Government’s call to 
freeze it for a third year in a 
row. 

The tax rise is worth 3 Sp¬ 
a-week for residents in Band 
D properties. 

Service cuts of £6.5m will 
be introduced as follows: 

■ Adult & Community 
Services - £1.822m 


■ Children & Learning - 
£1.781m 

■ Enterprise, Tourism and 
the Environment - £1.345m 

■ Support Services - 
£794,000 and 

■ Corporate - £845,000 

A total of 80 posts have 
been identified as being at 
risk, of which 41 are current¬ 
ly vacant. The council has 
said employees in the affect¬ 
ed areas and the trade unions 
have been ‘fully briefed’. 

Leader Nigel Holdcroft 
said: “We are now into the 
third year of the austerity 
measures and these financial 


decisions are becoming 
harder and harder to make. 

“Over the past two years 
we have delivered a raft of 
economies and made target¬ 
ed efficiency savings to 
ensure we can balance our 
books. 

“But the economic situa¬ 
tion has worsened across 
Europe and Government is 
telling us that it is going to 
take the country longer than 
had previously been thought 
to put things back on an even 
keel. 

“We no longer have any 
leeway and we have to make 


real cuts to services - and 
that involves making some 
very hard choices. 

“Some of the savings we 
are proposing won’t be pop¬ 
ular with residents but I 
would ask them to bear in 
mind that this crisis was not 
of our making. 

“We have decided to 
increase Council Tax by 1.75 
per cent which we believe is 
reasonable and will enable 
us to protect at least some 
services and jobs from cuts. 

Details of service cuts and 
redundancies will be 
debated later this month. 


Art to brighten up 
development sites 

DEVELOPMENT sites in Southend could 
soon become brighter with the addition of 
artists’ works on the hoardings. 

At a cabinet meeting on Tuesday, January 
8, councillors passed a scheme that will 
utilise the hoardings for artwork adding 
colour to the town. 

Artists will have to approach their ward 
councillors to get approval to put up the 
pieces of work around the hoardings of 
development sites. 

Councillor for culture, Derek Jarvis, said 
he was happy the plans had been agreed. 

He said: “I know other towns have done 
this and it has improved the streets near 
development sites. 

“I know there is a good deal of interest 
from people to get involved in this.” 

Colette Bailey, managing director of 
METAL art group, said the scheme was a 
good idea. 

She said: “Hoardings offer a fantastic 
opportunity to artists as a lung as it is a 
curated and properly executed project. 

“They can turn something from unattrac¬ 
tive to something really nice for the 
community.” 

The scheme does not cost the council any 
money and a donation fee by the site 
developer of £170 has been suggested.

We must 
save wildlife 
crime unit

Letter will 
still be large 

YOUR correspondent Mrs

An ordinary letter must not 
exceeed 240 x 165 x 5 mm 
(that’s about 9.5 x 6.5 x 0.375 
inches). If any one of those 
dimensions is exceeded, then 
it automatically becomes a 
large letter (or even a Packet). 

By turning her envelope 90 
degrees, Mrs Warrick would 
have a letter only three inches 
long, as she says, but 11 inch¬ 
es tall - well over the 6.5 inch 
width limit! 

The onus is upon the sender 
to verify that their missive is a 
letter, large letter, or packet. 
Most greetings and invitation 
cards these days do actually 
have an envelope logo printed 
on the back, with ‘LETTER’ 
or ‘LARGE’ printed beneath, 
to guide the sender. 

And all Post Offices have 
quick and easy-to-use measur¬ 
ing devices, so you can check 
before asking for your stamp. 

If actual postage is short, 
Royal Mail charges the 
addressee the missing postage, 
plus an administration fee, to 
have the item delivered. That 
seems to me a perfectly rea¬ 
sonable procedure. 

By the way, I have puzzled 
over Mrs Warrick’s opening 
question, but still cannot grasp 
the supposed similarity 
between what she calls The 
Post Office (which has not 
existed for many years) and 
‘fast food places’.

ADVICE: East of England Ambulance Service wants to reduce 
the number of call outs during wintery weather where 
possible. 


WITH winter weather expect¬ 
ed, ambulance bosses are 
advising people on how to pre¬ 
vent themselves from needing 
to call 999. 

Neil Storey, director of oper¬ 
ations for the East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
(EEAST), said severe weather 
creates an increased demand 
across the NHS but, while 
some of that was unavoidable, 
taking simple measures 
reduced the risk of a medical 
emergency. 

With ice and a cold snap 
expected he advised people to 
keep warm, keep well, be pre¬ 
pared and avoid unnecessary 
outings. 

“While we are prepared for 
bad weather with tried and test¬ 
ed plans to manage it, 
inevitably it challenges emer¬ 
gency service resources and 
can affect response times if 
only because it is more diffi¬ 
cult to get around,’’ he said. 

“But simple things make a 
big difference to people, such 
as keeping yourself warm at 
home, ensuring you have 
enough heating oil or meter 
credit if necessary, keeping 
medicines stocked up and mak¬ 
ing sure you have grit and salt. 

“Drivers should double check 
their vehicle is ready for ice 
and snow, with the correct 
tyres fitted and inflated and a 
boot stocked with de-icer and a 
scraper as well as a flask, water 
and blankets in case of break¬ 
down. Even with all these pre¬ 
cautions please be extra careful 
on the roads to avoid skids but 


don’t go outside - walking or 
driving - in severe weather 
unless you really need to. If 
you do need to take a walk 
wrap up warm and wear sturdy, 
non-slip footwear. 

“People should also look out 
for their neighbours, particu¬ 
larly if they are elderly or liv¬ 
ing alone.” 

Neil also asked people to be 
aware of how the ambulance 
service grades patients, in a 
similar way to A&E depart¬ 
ments, for different time prior¬ 
ities with only immediately 
life-threatening incidents being 
subject to an eight minute 
response. 

Minor calls will be directed 


to a more appropriate service 
so crews can get to patients 
who really need them. 

As well as extra road 
resources the Trust’s clinical 
support desks in the control 
rooms will be boosted to man¬ 
age an expected increase in 
non serious slips and falls 
without having to send unnec¬ 
essary ambulances. This means 
patients will get a response 
most appropriate for them and 
crews can get to patients who 
are in serious medical need.

Figures released in the last 
week show that 3.8 per cent 
of those tested were above 
the limit for alcohol.

A total of 3,263 people 
were breathalysed during 
December and 126 people 
were found to be over the 
alcohol limit or refused or 
failed to provide a sample. 

Of those found over the 
limit (35 micrograms of 
alcohol per 100 millilitres of 
breath) 94 were men and 32 


Railways set for major overhaul 


RAILWAYS in Essex are to get a 
major overhaul in an effort to cope 
with booming demand. 

Network Rail has announced 
£2.2bn investment in the east of 
England - a spend that it described 
as the biggest investment in infra¬ 
structure since the Victorian era. 

The company said the number of 
passengers on the Great Eastern 
main line heading to Liverpool 
Street was expected to increase by 
49 per cent by 2031, from 16,500 
to 24,600. 

Dave Ward, Network Rail route 
managing director for the south 
east, said: “The railway is busier 
than it ever has been and passenger 
numbers continue to grow every 
year. As our railway gets busier the 
challenges get bigger and more 
complex. We have entered an era 


of trade-offs. Increasingly we have 
to balance the need to build more 
infrastructure, run trains on time 
and cut costs, and in many areas 
choices will need to be made.” 

The main schemes benefiting the 
east of England are: 

♦ Crossrail and the Great 
Eastern main line, with upgrades 
to 13 stations on the Great Eastern 
main line between Shenfield and 
central London. 

♦ The upgrade of outdated over¬ 
head power lines between London 
Liverpool Street and Chelmsford is 
set to be completed by May 2017, 
providing a more reliable service 
for passengers. 

♦ The next step is to renew over¬ 
head line equipment on the branch 
line to Southend, which also dates 
back to the 1950s. 


♦ A new rail operating centre 
(ROC) will open in Romford in 
2014, which will eventually con¬ 
trol the entire railway in the Anglia 
region, covering parts of London, 
Essex, Suffolk, Norfolk, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire. 

♦ Third party proposed stations 
(subject to approval) at Beaulieu 
Park, Chelmsford, Lea Bridge sta¬ 
tion and Beam Park, near 
Rainham. 

♦ Network Rail would like to 
electrify the line between Gospel 
Oak and Barking, enabling freight 
trains from Tilbury and the new 
London Gateway Port (set to open 
in late 2013) to avoid the Great 
Eastern main line between Forest 
Gate Junction and Stratford. 

Essex County Council welcomed 
the announcement, but said more 


was needed as passengers on the 
Great Eastern mainline is expected 
to increase by up to 49 per cent by 
2031. 

Derrick Louis, Essex County 
Councillor for Highways and 
Transportation said: “We have 
long argued the importance of the 
rail route in this region and the 
need for investment and welcome 
Network Rail’s additional invest¬ 
ment to support economic growth 
and the increasing population in 
the County. 

“While the proposed £2.2bn 
investment set out by Network Rail 
will cater for growth in the coming 
years, we believe that further 
investment will be needed for new 
railway infrastructure in the long¬ 
term, and we will continue to press 
for this.”

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Tenant Question 

I am writing on behalf of a friend, he's currently not working, and has had to look after 
his mentally ill father for many years. His Mother would have been unable to work had 
her husband not had support from her son, but now she is retiring from work and has 
said she's taking over the caring duties. Now, her son has money and has said he'd 
pay 6-12 months upfront to guarantee that he can meet the rent payments. However, 
most of the agencies have been really awkward and condescending towards him 
because he does not work. One of whom said (and I quote) 'if you don't work you 
can't get a place anywhere, end of.'I would have thought that most agencies and 
landlords would have been happy that there was a person willing to pay upfront? 

Think Property Answer 

Unfortunately there is not a lot that can be done about this. There is antidiscrimination 
laws regarding discrimination on the grounds of race, sex and disability, but not about 
discrimination against non working tenants. A landlord (or his agent) has the right to 
refuse to rent to someone who is not in employment. However most good local letting 
agencies such as Think Property will accept tenants who are unemployed for certain 
properties providing they have a working guarantor.

Q. What is happening with Energy 
Performance Certificates? 

A. You may well ask! It was only last April that a 
“new” version of the EPC, and new rules governing 
their use, were introduced - once again, amidst 
huge confusion in the industry (and more or less 
complete indifference among the house-buying 
public). 

The main practical change back then was the requirement for agents to attach the entire 
front page of the report - the bit which carries all the energy ratings and graphs, energy¬ 
saving advice and, most concerning of all, the full address of the property in question - 
to all their written particulars (thereby, of course, adding significantly to the number of 
trees felled for papermaking - not to mention the energy expended in printing the extra 
page). 

At the same time, agents were made legally responsible for EPCs, and threatened with 
fines if the new rules governing their production and use were broken (even though the 
Government, as usual, neglected to explain clearly in advance what those rules were), 
while the ability of agents to download the afore-mentioned front pages proved to be 
severely hampered by major glitches in the system! 

Cue even more conflicting advice and mass confusion, with some agents simply giving 
up altogether on trying to attach the elusive front page of the EPC, while others - 
concerned for the security of older and vulnerable homeowners - effectively broke the 
law by unilaterally removing the full address. 

Now, scroll forward to last November, when rumours first started to circulate of further 
proposed changes to the rules, requiring EPC ratings to be displayed on all property 
advertising, including brochures, newspapers and websites. 

These changes apply from last week - 9th January, to be precise. Henceforth, the EPC 
rating - and only the rating, not the whole of the front page - must be displayed. 
Property professionals have broadly welcomed this belated triumph of common sense. 
Not so those with a vested interest in keeping the energy conservation pot boiling, who 
have accused the Government of betraying their green principles by depriving the 
house-buying public of all this allegedly valuable information - even though there is 
precious little evidence to suggest that buyers care very much at all! 

So, there we are. Is this the end of the saga? Somehow, I doubt it. This one, as they say, 
should run and run...

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Astra heads in space

V AUXHALL is hoping to 
increase its presence in 
the compact estate sec¬ 
tor with the latest Astra 
Sports Tourer. 

MPVs and 4x4s might offer 
more interesting options for 
family buyers but the solid, 
practical virtues of a good 
estate are not to be under¬ 
estimated. 

Vauxhall’s Astra Sports 
Tourer is little more than an 
extended Astra hatch but it 
could be all the car you need, 
especially in recently revised 
form. 

Many of the leading lights in 
the family hatchback sector 
have an estate version. 

Focus, Golf, Megane - the 


manufacturers of all these 
models see the value of tag¬ 
ging another few centimetres 
onto the rear of the five-door 
hatches to give customers 
the option of extra carrying 
capacity. Vauxhall has a histo¬ 
ry of following suit with its 
Astra but like its rivals, sales 
of Astra estates have tradi¬ 
tionally been way down on 
those of the standard hatch¬ 
back versions. The compact 
estate market looks likely to 
remain a niche one but with 
flashy Sports Tourer branding, 
this generation Astra estate 
could be destined to take a 
bigger slice of it. 

This estate line-up starts 
with a modest 10OPS petrol 
1.4, beyond which there’s a 

1.6-litre petrol with 115PS. 


For diesel drivers, the range 
starts with a 95PS 1.3-litre 
CDTi ecoFLEX model, but 
most customers choose the 

1.7-litre CDTi unit, offered 
with either 110 or 130PS. 
Beyond that, there’s a 165PS 
2.0 CDTi powerplant or, at 
the top of the range, a 195PS 
BiTurbo 2.0 CDTi. 

Like the rest of the Astra 
Sports Tourer, bar the bit 
behind the rear wheels, the 
suspension is shared with the 
Astra hatchback. Traditionally, 
the Astra has had a simple 
torsen beam suspension at 
the rear end while rivals like 
the Focus and Golf used 
more advanced fully-indepen- 
dent set-ups. Today’s Astra, 
however, uses a Watt’s link¬ 
age rear suspension that 
helps distribute cornering 
forces more effectively than a 
conventional torsion beam 
while retaining the cost and 
space saving advantages. 

The improved Astra Sport 
Tourer we’re looking at here 
get a smarter front grille, with 
a repositioned logo-bar in the 
upper section and a re-styled 
lower section too. Neater 


front indicator lamps and a 
fresh design of fog lamp 
complete the front-end revi¬ 
sions. The rear has also been 
refreshed, with sleeker rear- 
panel styling complemented 
by a chrome lower moulding. 

The wheelbase of this 
estate variant is identical to 
that of the Astra hatch, so the 
extra capacity that this model 
gains inside is all the product 
of an extension to the rear 
overhang. The maximum load 
length rises by 28mm com¬ 
pared with the five-door car 
to 1835mm and the 500-litre 
volume is a 30-litre improve¬ 
ment. So the Sports Tourer 
Astra gives you extra space - 
but we sort of knew it would. 
What are the other benefits? 

The boot has flat sides 
making it easy to slide bulky 
items in and higher specifica¬ 
tion versions of the Sports 
Tourer are fitted with the 
FlexFold seating system. This 
allows both sections of the 
60:40 split rear bench to be 
folded down at the touch of a 
button inside the boot. It 
means that you don't have to 
traipse around to the back 


doors to fold the seats before 
loading. With all of the rear 
seats folded down, the 
Sports Tourer gains a flat load 
floor and a total capacity of 
1,550 litres. There’s a further 
25-litres of space in cubby¬ 
holes and pockets doted 
around the cabin, if you can 
find them. 

Buyers get the usual wide 
range of engine options and 
trim levels, not to mention a 
bulging options list. Standard 
equipment on all Astras 
includes ESP, six airbags, air 
conditioning, LED daytime 
running lights and electric 
windows. 

Amongst the available 
options, there’s ambient 
mood lighting that lights up 
areas of the cabin with bulbs 
hidden in the trim, ergonomic 
sports seats and adaptive 
front lights which adapt to the 
weather and road ahead. 

The Astra Sport Tourer 1.3 
CDTi ecoFLEX features vari¬ 
ous mechanical and aerody¬ 
namic modifications to help it 
deliver the best fuel economy 
figures in the range at 
68.9mpg on the combined 


cycle. Fuel economy for the 

1.7-litre diesel models isn’t 
much worse at close to 
63mpg and the 2.0-litre 
diesel registers in at 60.1 mpg 
on the combined cycle, so 
there isn’t a whole lot to split 
the diesel models on cost 
once the upfront price is 
taken care of. Go for the 
petrols and you’re looking at 
48.7mpg for the basic 1.4- 
litre unit and 44.1 mpg from 
the 1.6. 

With all the other options 
facing family car buyers in the 
modern marketplace, the 
estate car is sometimes over¬ 
looked. Admittedly, it’s not the 
most exciting option next to 
the plethora of tough-looking 
compact 4x4s and MPVs 
with their elaborate seating 
arrangements but it is reas¬ 
suringly simple in what it 
offers and surprisingly practi¬ 
cal too. Vauxhall’s improved 
Astra Sports Tourer seems to 
fit the bill very nicely. It’s just 
an Astra hatchback with an 
extended rear and a few 
other practical features but 
that’s precisely what some 
buyers will want.
